This town, attended Friday only 


to the Flag Raising. It waa the same 
in the outer settlements and districts 
as on this Island of Oahu. There was 
no doing of business. There was no 
hurrah like on other holldaya A few 
people did indulge in some private 
merry-making after the ceremonies at 
the Executive building. About every 
person who saw the ceremonies, and 
probably all of the people who did not 
witness tha transfer felt that the'oeca- 
aion was "a solemn one. The transac- 
tion waa in every way impressive and 
•of greatest strength. Few of those who 
attended failed to-feel emotions In ac- 
tion. The spectacle was one of a life 
time. It made a varying appeal Old 
Glory has always had here the respect 
of all people. So lias the Hawaiian 
ensign. Some have-loved .one flag bet-

la- a man escaped a pang ofsentiment 
or sorrow when there descended Irom 
the State tinildLng for the last time 
the flag of a nation that has so long 
held an honorable* and Boteworthy 
place in the great family of the great- 
er commonwealths.: There were not 
many native Hawaiians present to see 
the Transfer of Sovereignty. There 
were present many men who had lived 
most pleasantly and happily under the 
Hawaiian Flag and who regretted 
deeply not that Annexation had come 
about, for they rejoiced, in this, but 
that they saw a Flag of a People low- 
ered. It was solemn, it was sad, It 
makes a remembrance that will dwell 
with a man forever. 


There were two great moments or 


fleeting periods in the transaction. One 
was when the Hawaiian Flag came 
down. The other was when the Blare 
and Stripes went up. The Interest ,the 
tension, was breathless. Ideas and 
thought images rushed and surged. 
With the Old Flag we» endeared as- 
sociations. To many who looked it 
had been the only Flag for all life to 
yesterday. There were others who 
had come to love it and cherish it and 
felt pain that the course of events had 
forced It away. 


Cheers went up with the American 


Flag. It was a more beautiful banner 
than ever to many and to all it told 
that beneath its folds there would ever 
be uppermost the spirit of Justice to 


all, the spirit of liberty, of tolerance 
of absolute fairness to all. To see that 
American Flag on the. public build- 
ings here waa what- some men hat 
striven for for many years, was what 
many had. worked-for early and late 
consistently and earnestly./ They saw 
a first desire accomplished. But their 
hearts went out In sympathy to those 
to whom tile momentous incident 
brought genuine •grief 


The ceremony of the noon hour of 


Friday 
was- .the culmnauon of a 
series of significant and purposeful 
acts extending over the past five years 
and a half. Annexation, Insuring sta- 
bility of Government, internal peace 
and commercial prosperity, was ac- 
complished in fact by tha simple cere- 
mony with its three central figures so 
splendidly set President Dole, Amer- 
ican Minister Sewall and Admiral Mil- 
ler were the principals In the happen- 
ing. 


Hawaiian 
Sovereignty was on<$ 


transferred to England and was given 
back again. It was once transferred 
to the United States provisionally and 
given back again. It was offered to 
the United States nearly half a century 
ago. Now it 'is gone. Now tie Govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands is part 
and parcel of the Government of the 
United States.

A tremendous event has gone on 


record. Never before, has the United 
States 6o acquired territory. Never 
before has the United States acquired 
such territory. The Annexation of Ha- 
waii by the United States marks a 
change in the policy of the American 
Government. The country has out- 
grown the warning of Washington. 
For Hawaii, Annexation marks a new, 
smooth and certain career, though 
there are a. number of serious prob- 
lems in local government yet to be 
handled. Tihere is here yet much work 
for.time who have carried forward 
the Annexation movement, or perhaps 


The day for the Annexation Cere- 


monies was cloudy till the Hawaiian 
Flag came down and there were light 
showers. So soon as the Stars and 
Stripes were up the sun came out and 
for the rest of the day its rays were 
unobstructed by clouds. 


Ceremonies for Annexation . were 


simple and brief and when they were 
ended all agreed that the very best 
judgment had been used in deciding 
upon the manner in which the transfer 
should be made. There was no crush 
of attendance. Upon the grounds were 
several thousand' people. Practically 
the only demonstration 
was three 


cheers for the New Flag. The town 
was quiet all day and all evening. 
There was appreciation of the solem- 
nity of the affair. 
Many newspaper 


reports of the transfer are being pre- 
pared. To be truthful these 
cannot 


describe anything in the rank of an 
ordinary Jollification or celebration. 
There was realization fully of the Im- 
port of the occasion and all thoughtful 
jeople appreciated that there was vast- 
ness and meaning in the Flag Raising.

PROCLAMATION. 


The proclamation read by Mr. Sewall 


was: 


"To the Government and the people 


of the Hawaiian Islands: 


"By the terms of the* Joint Resolu- 


tion by which the cession of the Ha- 
waiian Islands and their dependencies 
to the United States is concluded, It is 
provided that until Congress shall pro- 
vide for the Government of Hawaii, all 
the civil, judicial, and military powers 
exercised by the officers of the existing 
Government are to be vested in such 
person or persons, and to be exercised 
in such manner, as the President of 
theJQnited States shall direct. 


"In the exercise of the power thus 


conferred upon him by the Joint Reso- 
lution the President hereby directs that 
the civil, judicial, and military powers 
in question shall be exercised by the 
Officers of the Republic of Hawaii, as 
it existed Just prior to the transfer of 
soveregTity, subject to his power to re- 
move such officers and to fill vacan- 
cies. • 


"All such officers will be required at 


once to take an oath of allegiance to 
the United States, and all the military 
forces will be required to take a simi- 
lar oath and all bonded officers will be

History Suggested By a Bronze Figure on 


Daily View Here- 


' The main, public, buildings here with 
their contents will'long continue as at 
pVesent and. always during, their lasting: 
will hold the Interest of the resident and 
command the attention of\the visitor. The 
structures are miodiern and substantial 
and,well situated. They are adapted, to. 
administrative uses and for a, .£|>ng time 
will require but small alteration. The 
beauty of the Executive Building and Its 
historical halo combine to make it really 
one of the notable Government houses 01 
the world. Across the way from the Ex- 
ecutive Building IB the Judiciary Building; 
having within Its walls the chambers of 
the-Clrcult and Supreme courts, -the land 
•Sice, 'the tax office, the bureau of regis- 
tration, tbe'office of the Board of Health, 
the office of the Commissioners of Educa- 
tion, the Bureau of Agriculture, the Im- 
migration Bureau. The grounds are not 
BO lovely as those of the former Palace, 
facing. . 


In front 'at 
the low-lying Judiciary 


building, on a heavy pedestal Is the figure 
of a dark man, with ah up-raised arm and 
the majesty of his attitude accentuated 
by tie golden or yellow cloak of the 
ancient Hawaiian Alii or chief of high 
degree. The statue Is that of Kamebame- 
ha, >, the Great. He will always be re- 
garded as tbe first of Polynesians. In 
him were nicely put and carefully bal- 
anced about all the elements that a few 
times In a century make one man the 
-superior of all hia5 fellows. Truly he was 
•f Kingly quality and esteem of him will 
grow apace as time confirms and deepens 
the impression of his might in statecraft 
and war. He was a conqnerer, but at the 
same time » man of the people, Kame- 
hameha I has his place in the history of 
the ages.and deserved 
and wffl hold it.

Thoughts and emotions are quickened in 


the presence of the reproduction of the 
figure of this man. Tribute by all Is read- 
ily and willingly tendered. 


Those, who look upon the statue consid- 


er it a' perfect work of art. It Is the 
product of the most discerningandbest 
trained designing andof ^e^f*,0}8.?- 
ufacture or constructive skflt It baa an 
odd fault, but one that does not,at.all 
detract and thai to seldom noticed-^er- 
haps almost forgotten. The artist famfl-:; 
fitrteedhimself with the Hawaiian type 
of physique and there is. besides every 
reaion to V assured that the likeness of 
thT subject Is excellent in every detail. 
The flaw ia with tbe upraised hand. The 
Hawaiian" gesture is' always made with 
the palm of the hand downward. In this 
case the palm is upward. 
The statue at the Judiciary building Is 
* replica. The original Is in the district 
of Kohala, Island of Hawaii. The orig- 
inal was shipped 'from Europe In the ves- 
sel G. F. Haendel, which put into Port 
/Stanley, Falkland Islands, -In distress. 
The Haendal left her bones -down there 
and the statue of Kamehameha was 
brought up from the sea with, other 
pieces of cargo and wreckage. A chandl- 
er bought the bronze at auction, and 
placed It In front of his establishment, 
little thinking that It would In a later 
time go to the far-off Islands, to which it 
was first consigned. 
Osjaarch 30, 1882, the British ship Earl 
of Dalhousle arrived In Honolulu and the 
rumor soon spead about that it had aboard 


tbe crown, the sceptre, and banner of 
free and enlightened government, and 
presenting'a spectacle of senatorial delib- 
eration and decorum which will compare 
favorably with parliamentary proceed- 
ings 1ft many older and more cultured 
civilizations? What is there to commem- 
orate? What shall I say? What but 
present a contrast with which your own 
minds must be>~ busy, between this 'year 
and this scene and what may have hap- 
pened here one hundred years ago? We 
can Imagine In 1778, on the site where-we 
are assembled, a crowd of half-naked sav- 
ages, mingling their loud, discordant cries 
with the dissonant beat of the -ancient 
rude drum. The smoke for a sacrifice as- 
cend*, and we-can picture an 
uplifted 
club falling on a human victim to beat 
out his brains, where now the mallet ot 
our worthy president only strikes to pre- 
serve- peace and good-will. This, O, Ha- 
waiians! this stride from savage disorder 
to our present order, is something worthy 
of your commemoration. 
"The past one ..hundred years have 
brought many losses and sorrows to the 
people of these Islands, but let us glance 
at tha blessings that have come with the 
century. "These witnesses,, looking down 
from the walls of our legislative hall, will 
help us to review the past. See the con- 
quering hero, in his royal feather cloak— 
the Puhikapa of the olden warrior time. 
He began our century with savage war 
and massacre, and yet he was 'chiefly the 
destroyer of cruelty and superstition, and 
waded through human blood for the sake 
of enduring peace within his native Isles. 
He was among the first to greet the dis- 
coverer Cook on board bis ship in 1778, 
when off Lahalna, and this Hawaiian 
chiefs great mind,, though a mere youth 
then, well appreciated tbe mighty changes 
that must follow after tbe arrfvel of the 
white strangers. He met destiny with 
tbe mind of a philosopher and a patriot, 
and Kamehameha, the barbarian con- 
queror, welcomed the new era with the 
spirit of an enlightened statesman; he 
made the white men bis friends. 
- "Next look upon LIholiho, his son, the 
bold, headstrong Prince, who, after the 
death of the conqueror, goes on with the 
work of peace and enfranchisement, and 
marks a noble period in Hawaiian his- 
tory. Need we glance at anything more 
than the breaking of the tabus, and es- 
pecially the restoration of Hawaiian wo- 
men to an equal condition with the- rest 
of their race? To be a woman before( 
was to be an animal feeding in an outer 
kennel; but LIholiho tramples on the 
cruel superstition, and the woman of 
these' Isles joins her lord and her lover at 
the-feast and may rest on his bosom as 


"Next we will gaze on tbe benevolenj 
face- of - Kauikeaoull, he who -portioned 
' 


enlightenment in a similar recognition of 
the heroes of its history. Let us begin 
in this, our centennial year, and vote a 
liberal sum, not merely to commemorate 
a period, but a hero. 


"Such money is well spent. Some would 
say that money expended for a non-pro- 
ductive purpose like this, or as was said 
the other day in the assembly, for the 
support of lepers, and other helpless peo- 
ple, was money thrown into the sea,' But 
I don't think so.

Is not life something more than' 
meat and drink, and the coveting on our 
backs? Tes; and I tell you that money 
spent In the way of a public, spirited com- 
memoration will come back to us a hun- 
dred fold In higher honor and considera- 
tion-from others. We have, I know por- 
tioned out ajl our public treasure; nay- 
more than our estimate of receipts, for 
salaries, and highways, and for educa- 
tion, and tbe sick; and I am glad that you 
have done so* We have done no more than 
what a .reasonablexestimate of our re- 
sources would warrant; and if our Income 
win not meet all that we propose, an In- 
telligent Ministry, will know where It is 
best to limit the expenditure. But, after 
all, we must try to reserve a little, for the

His Excellency the Premier then ad- 
dressed tfie assembled crowd a stirring 
speech in the Hawaiian language, which 
was received with repeated bursts of ap- 
plause, after wihch he spoke as follows 
In English: 


"Kamehameha was the reputed son of 
Keoua, but it Is" 
1 well known that his real 
father was Kaheklll, who was in those 
days the King of West Maul and of Oahu 
and Molokai, and whose name means 
"Thunder." 
However appropriate the 
name may have been to the father, who 
can gainsay the fact .that here in the son, 
whose effigy Is here before us, we had a 
verltable/Son of Thunder.' It was a say- 
ing of Kotzebue, the Russian commander, 
with many other commanders of distinc- 
tion who came In contact with him, was 
greatly struck with the character and 
deportment of the Hawaiian Hero— a say- 
Ing which we flnd In Kotzebue'B narrative 
of his visit to these Isles, when expres- 
sing his admiration of the King, that •Ka- 
mehameha ought to have a statue erected 
to his memory.' The prophetic saying of 
Kotzebue is accomplished this day. This 
hero must ever be the most striking figure 
in the history of these > Islands. He was

Ited the vessel saw the great piece of 
work in the- captain's cabin, something 
the worse for the wear and a mutilated 
hand quite prominent. The captain's story 
was that he had called at the Falkland 
Islands for provisions and had seen the 
statue in front of a "junk shop;" As It 
was known that he was' on a voyage to 
Honolulu, he was urged to buy the figure 
on speculation. This he did after much 
bantling. At the time of tbe visit here 
of theshlp Earl of Dalhousle, W. N. 
Armstrong was acting Minister of the In- 
terior and determined to secure the statue 
for the Government. The captain first 
asked 12,000 for bis treasure, but finally 
accepted *ta». Public opinion heartily 
endorsed this transaction and while there 
was no appropriation for trach a purpose, 
proper arrangements were made, and the 
money paid at once. The captain ad- 
mitted that he had bought the bronae 
from tbe chandler In Falkland Islands for 
«XX The statue was set up on Hawaii 
•with much ceremony under the direction 
•f v«i«v*t«tT the late king. 


The replica, now standing in front of 
the Judiciary building, was received In 
Honolulu per the shift Aberftman, Febru- 
ary* *, l&S. 
It was to the late Walter Murray Gib- 
son, so loos a moving, striking and ftc- 
tlve figure in the firart of Kftlskftttft, thftt 
tbe idea ot ft statue to Kamehameha. first 
•centred. Mr. Gibson bad almost ft ven- 
eration for the founder of the retoftrkable 
dynasty. It was July 80, 1878, thftt Mr. 
Gibson as member of the Cabinet offered 
In tbe Legislature the following, which 
was ftt once adopted:

"We will look now upon the resolute 
face of tEe King with the strong arm 
He save what Hawaii needs, a vigorous 
administration; and it will be well .for 
her to be led by a/spirit of authority, so 
forcibly Illustrated by Kamehameha .Y. 
"WBo comes next? -Where is the noble 
face of Lunalilo? It Is not here, where 1 
should be, but a>l the more conspicuous 
to our minds bjPabsence, like the statue 
of Brutus, when removed from the pro- 
cession at Rome, causing Brutus to be 
present all the more in every heart. What 
a hope of the Hawaiian people was this 
Prince! He was of the blood of those 
that were once esteemed as gods, and 
was always King in the hearts of Ha- 
wallans. He passed away like a dream, 
but his coming brought the gift of high- 
er political privilege to the people.And 
now today, at the end of the hundred 
years, we stand face to face with K^j 
Kalakaua the seventh of the royal Une 
fromthe founder. His Majesty ascended 
the throne amid a storm, but this reign 
and this era have iplendjd opportnnitiw: 
for It Is Kalakau's privilege, as the 
crowded and annotated King of H^waU- 
ans. to become the foremost of Polynesia, 
nay even of all aboriginal Oceania- And 
ta not this history at which we have 
planoed worthy of some commemoration? 
53 nations keep their epochs and their 
eras. Rome dated from her foundation 


a hero of the type which elevates a na- 
tion. It was not by mere force and con- 
quering capacity that he became tbe cre- 
ator of a nation out of the rude and war- 
ring tribes. He elevated them from that 
condition into national life. How pre-em- 
fnent he stands above his barbarous sur- 
roundings! It is not merely courage — 
animal courage— which distinguished him 
In this he was eminent; he was eminent 
also In his moderation, in his self-denial 
in his pure regard for the welfare of his 
people as a thing above all personal de- 
sires and claims. What a marvel was his 
conquest and organization of these Is- 
lands! He showed in his career all those 
characteristics which are developed by 
education, by the influence of tradition 
and by history. But no! It was from the 
darkness of his age and surrounding! 
without education, without the guide ant 
spur of tradition and the history of great 
predecessors, and their, works that this 
hero: came forth panoplied with 
force 
skill and high capacity. Caesars and Al 
exanders have done great deeds, but wha 
had they not of backing in traditions an< 
education. Here was a man as isolate< 
from the civilized world as if his sphere 
of life had been cast in the moon, who 
came forward and fulfills the characte 
of eminent men who started with 
sc 
many advantages. Kamehameha was no 
wonder-stricken and abashed by the new 
beings and their vessels and implements 
of destruction. The encounter of Kame- 
hameha with Cook was, no doubt, a de- 
termining Influence in the future career 
of tbe Conqueror. Pilanaia says that the 
hero appreciated the English commander 
as a friend, and was adverse to the hos- 
tilities that ended In the death of Cook. 
He lamented the death of the white com- 
mander. Though bold, skillful and suc- 
cessful as a warrior Kamehameha loved 
peace better than war, and the good of 
Is country more than many victories. He 
fonght to secure peace and to suppress 
turbulence. His wars did not originate in 
a personal ambition and a love of con- 
quest. He was drawn Into them, one 
after another by the force .of circum- 
stances. When weTread of Asiatic, Poly- 
nesian and Indian heroes who have been

Re Indignantly replied 'Have I 
not, sons? To them belongs the young 
sanual-wood.' Had his successors been as 
wise as he, this source of wealth might 
have been preserved in our forests to this 
day. 
Again, another instance of his at- 
tention to the future. It was always a 
great matter of interest to the Hawailans 
to possess th» beautiful feather cloaks. 
When th.e blrdd were caught for- the sake 
of the coveted feathers he would not al- 
low them to be killed. He Insisted that 
they should be set free in order that their 
feathers' might grow again, and be there 
for those who should come after him. 
His people recognized his wisdom and 
moderation, and gave him their highest 
reverence. And again, we must notice 
how Kaniehamena—this so-called barbar- 
ous cWef—was quick to appreciate and to 
seek to acquire for himself and his peo- 
ple the skill of tbe white men [in the me- 
chanical arts,- and especially in ship- 
building, from the moment that it came 
under his notice. How quickly sprung 
up within him, as.with Peter of Russia, 
to acquire ships and to learn the art of 
constructing them. He goes himself, and 
sends his young men to Vancouver to 
learn. He takes the shipwright's tools la 
his own hands and assists and encour- 
ages his young men In their work. Again, 
behold him wben in the position of Caes- 
ar, when he desired to invade Britain— 
when be too, wishes to invade another 
Island, and has no war vessels. He goes 
with is own men into the forests; he ac- 
companies and directs them as a master- 
workman, and builds and launches a 
fleet. Or again, when he stands on the 
bluff at Kohala, as represented In one of 
these tablets where he organizes and 
trains them, teaching them to form rap- 
idly Into effective line of battle from a 
previous condition of apparent wreck. His 
character as a man In the domestic rela- 
tions, Is most pleasingly set forth by Van- 
couver in bis acount of tbe reconciliation 
of Kamehameha and Kaahumaiiu; of his 
loving artifices to bring it about and bis 
happy feelings at the reunion. His mag- 
nanimity is shown in this instance.

We exceedingly regret to report an un- 


successful search for the history of tne 
present flag of these Islands, tne time of 
its adoption and the parties interested in 
its formation: but after diligent inquiries 
and research through volumes of voy- 
ages, histories, periodicals and manu- 
script journals during the past

years, we have to acknowledge the main 
fact lost in 
oblivion, while reference 


thereto in various voyages and histories 
are confusing and contradictors 


There is a general idea and bellet 


among many of our old Residents that tne 
present Hawaiian flag was made by the 
late Capt Alex Adams before his voyage 
to China in the brig Kaahumanu, in 181?

The regulations concerning the flag" as 
In use at this time, were compiled by 
Maj Geo C Potter, of President DOltfe 
staff. The law w as passed quite recently, 


The Advertiser has been able to- get 
quite definite account of the change by 
Kamehameha from the British to tho Ha- 
waiian flag. The departure was suggest- 
ed by a Russian and this waa during the 
war of 1812 between tbe United States and 
Great Britain. The Russian pointed out 
to the Monarch that display of the Brit- 
ish flag here would Indicate sympathy or 
alliance with that nation In the war then 
being waged. Kamehameha saw the force 
of this at Once and hastened to make a 
change.

FAIR AND FIRM. 


<Vn Anecdote of Kamehameha I, 


the Warrior King. 
(Thrum's Annual). 


The following story, illustrative of 


manners and customs of the olden 
times, narrated to us a short time since, 
is interesting, as showing remarkable 
traits in the character of Kamehameha 
I, the warrior King, and which, we be- 
lieve, has never before been in print. 


In the early days of foreign inter- 


course with these Islands, it was the 
custom that all trading with the vessels 
should be done first with the King, then 
the Chiefs, according to their rank and 
station, and after them the Commoners. 


At the time of Captain Barber's visit 


to Honolulu, in the brig Arthur this 
custom prevailed, and in accordance 
therewith, a short time after his ar- 
rival, he was visited by Kamehameha, 
where a number of foreigners were 
testing and lauding the good qualities 
of the Captain's rum, which he had for 
trade. On the King being seated, he 
early negotiated for and concluded a 
purchase, the same to be delivered him 
the following day, but before leaving, 
desired to have a couple of bottles of 
the rum, which was readily handed 
him, presuming it to be for the night's 
use in a carousal. Eearly the next day 
the King came aboard, accompanied by 
his retinue, with his various containers, 
and seated himself in a chair on deck, 
to superintend the transfer of his pur- 
chase. After watching the operation 
closely for a short time, and perceiving 
a difference of color from what was 
shown him, he dispatched an attendant 
for one of the bottles obtained the day 
previous, on receipt of which he sus- 
pended the measuring operation, called 
for a glass, and received some of the 
rum from 
the open cask, 
then 


into another glass he poured some 
from the bottle.' These he placed 
side 
by 
side, 
held 
them 
up 


to the light, smelt of them, tasted 
them, then cooly said 
"Barber! here 


no all the same," eyeing him closely all 
the while. Barber saw he was detect- 
ed m his attempt to palm off what he 
had weakened, but endeavored to paci- 
fy the King by assuring him it was 
some mistake, and he would have a 
cask of the better ikind brought up. 
This, however, was all to no purpose, 
for the King ordered all his containers 
to be emptied back, and his people to 
their canoes, and thus left the vessel, 
telling the chiefs they might trade if 
they desired, be had got all he wanted. 
But, 
strange to say, no trading was 


done with the bng Arthur by the Ha- 
waiians 


On the loss of the brig Arthur, in 


October, 1796, on the southwest1 point 
of Oahu, which now bears his name, 
Captain Barber was seriously troubled 
at the thieving propensities of the na- 
tives, taking not only what 
drifted 


ashore, but appropriated to their own 
use whatever they fancied from the 
stores-stock of trade, or portions of the 
vessel itself 
In his trouble he came 


up to Honolulu to seek assistance from 
John Young, and together they con- 
cluded to set out for Kadlua, Hawaii, 
whither Kamehameha had gone Tak- 
ing a boat, they set sail from Hono- 
lulu, reaching Kailua at early morn, 
after a somewhat tedious passage, to 
find that the King was in the woods 
directing his canoe builders 
Off they 


started 
to lay their complaint, 
and 


came up to the royal party about noon, 
just as the King was dividing rum 
around among the workmen—as was 
said to be his custom—passing some to 
Young on learning their errand Bar- 
ber feeling exhausted from his sea and 
shore trip, desired Young to ask the 
King if he might not have a drink, as 


felt, indeed, thirsty, and could not 


understand why he had been so slight- 
ed 
Young replied that it would not 


do for him (Young) to do so he, (Bar- 
3er) 
would have to ask himself 
So 


mustering courage he asked the King 
if he might not have a glass to refresh 
4im, after so long a travel in the hot 
sun.

HISTORY OF NATIONAL BANNER 


Recently CompileJ Account — CUda of Pad 


Jones-Flit Has Ace-Aa lupir- 


taf Emblem.

"The star spangled, banner, oh, long may 
it wave 
O'er the land of the free and the home ot 
the brave!" 


The mysterious influence of patriotism 


has Its fountain head In the Bag of our 
country. It gleams upon us from the 
stars; it Is fastened to our existence by 
the Immovable, unchangeable stripes. Its 
brilliant red teaches us to remember the 
heroes who brought it into existence to 
symbolize the birth of freedom. Its cer- 
ulean blufi is emblematic of truth, of hon- 
or, of principle, and of that kind of glory 
which I everlasting. Its spotless white 
typifies ihe purity of purpose which ac- 
tuated our forefathers who conceived it. 
"Its sttrs are the coronet of freedom; Its 
stripes, 
the scourges of oppression. 


Wherever it appears, it Is the symbol or 
power and the shield of safety; who 
clings to it, not all the tyrants on the 
earth can tear from its protection. There 
is no influence more august, there can tie 
no holier thrill than that which the flag 
of our country inspires in every patriot's 
breast." 


An American poet has aptly termed our 


banner the "Scarlet Veined." It seems 
like a channel through which the heart 
throbs of a mighty nation Impel the life 
giving, liberty loving fltid of Its people. 
It generates the atmosphere of freedom 
that we breathe, it creates the higher lm-» 
pulses which we absorb, it speaks, to the 
highest and to the most lowly In the 
same even tone of power, of steadfast- 
ness, of unalterable and unqualified prom- 
ise. 


Tradition asserts that the prophets ot 


old were no more directly Inspired than 
was our own Washington In its selection. 
Picture those grand men, our national 
creators, as they were gathered together 
in that grim old Philadelphia chamber, 
to consult and agree upon the adoption 
of a national emblem, as they had been 
directed to do by the Continental Con- 
gress. There were as many designs as 
there were men at that solemn conclave, 
and yet to Washington, uponr whom all 
ejes rested, all hearts depended, every 
thought concentrated, there was not 
among them one which conveyed his 
heart s exalted hopes for the future 01 
his country. 
He alone submitted no design. He had 
imagined many, but was satisfied with 
none, and at last,, perplexed, he rose in 
his place, so to state. Just then the sun 
light streamed 
through 
the 
diamond 
paned window of tire gable, high above 
their heads, and fell upon the table be- 
fore him. The prismatic gleams begat 
colors and resolved themselves into shape 
before his eyes. The framework of the 
window separated the bars of light In 
their descent, so that when they met 
again upon the table they became stripes 
of red and white Washington raised his 
eves, and through the window saw the 
blue dome of heaven beyond, where so 
many nights, upon the battlefield, he had 
watched the glimmering stars. Instantly 
he saw the flag ot freedom. 
History has not recorded the words In 
which he gave the fruits of his inspira- 
tion to that august assembly, but with 
one voice his suggestions were adopted, 
and on the 14th of June, 1777, Congress 
resolved "that the flag of the United 
States be thirteen stripes of alternate 
red and white, that the union be thirteen 
stars, while In a blue field, presenting a 
new constellation " Thirteen has proved 
to be America's lucky number. 
It is only fair to add that there la an- 
other account of the source from which 
the pattern of the Stars and Stripes Was 
drawn—an account that is less pictur- 
esque, but perhaps more historical. It 10 
pointed out that "Washington's coat ot 
arms consisted or stars and stripes, ana 
that either he or, more probably, some 
other member of the committee—there is 
no actual evidence as to the Individual 
originator of the design—adopted these 
heraldic emblems aa no le=i appropriate

•loday, when New York is expressing 
her outburst of patriotic feeling by nying 
a hundred thousand flagrB, we can afford 
to recall the curious fact that it was the 
last American city to greet thej»tar» and 
Stripes, more tnan six yeardSarter Its 
adoption as our national banner. King 
George's colors dominated the metropolis 
from a few days after the disastrous oav- 
tle of ixmg island till the eld of tne war. 
On the day agreed upon for t1-- —""-- 
tion of the city-November 25, 
the American troops reached the Battery 
at 3 o'clock to the afternoon, tnejr touno 
a British nag hoisted there upon a tall 
pole, with the halyards cut away. The 
departing garrison, the last o* whom had 
Just embarked, evidently wished to see 
thelr\ colors flying as long as they were 
in sight of land; but a young American 
soldier, Van Arsdale by name, climbed 
the pole, tore down the offending ensign, 
and set tbe Stars and Stripes aloft, in 
full view of the retreating squadron. 
It Is recorded, however, that the flag 
had been flown In New York earlier In 
the day. At sunrise a local boarding 
house keeper, whose name history does 
not seem to have preserved, ran" up' the 
Stars and Stripes over his residence. Hl» 
daring action was reported to Cunning- 
ham, the British provost marshal, who 
ordered the rebel ensign down, aa the 
garrison claimed military possession up 
to the hour of noon. Tbe order Being <Us- 
regarded, Cunningham^pame in person to 
.haul down the flag. TBefort he could 
touch it the mistress of the house rallied 
to ita-defense with a broomstick, which 
she wielded with such vigor and success 
that the provost marshal retreated in 
confusion, with the loss of most of the 
powder iri his wig. 
Hay X, 1785, brought the first change in 
the Stars and Stripes. Vermont and 
Kentucky had been admitted to State- 
hood, and Congress decreed tnat the flag 
should thereafter contain fifteen-stars and 
fifteen stripes. It soon became evident 
.that the continual addition of new States 
would destroy the symmetry of tbe flag, 
and it was Captain S, £1. Reid, of the 
famous privateer General Armstrong, who 
suggested to Congress the plan upon 
which the flag Is built today! April 14, 
ISIS, saw the restoration in perpetuity ol 
the thirteen stripes, and provision made 
for the addition of a new star on dvery 
Fourth of July succeeding the admission 
of a State to the Union. Captain Reid's 
wife made the first flag with the original 
number of stripes, 'and with twenty stars, 
arranged in >the form of one great star, 
"Old Glory" Is <among the oldest ol 
Sags, although we are one of the young- 
est of nations. The present flag of Spain 
was adopted In 1785; the tricolor of France 
in 1794; the Union Oack of Great Britain, 
in 1801; the bann'er of Portugal, In 1830; 
Qf Italy, in 1848, and of the German Em- 
pire, in 187L It is claimed for the Stars 
and Stripes—and no flag except 
tne 
French or the British can possibly dis- 
pute the claim—that it has been in more 
battles, and has waved over more vic- 
tories on land "and sea than any banner 
in the world, and there is not a Euro- 
pean standard for which so many men 
have fought and died 
Something l.Ke 
a million lives have been laid down, that 
the Stars and Stripes might continue to 
wave over the land of the free. 
Until two years ago all the American 
flags used in the army and navy of the 
United States were manufactured at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, but they are now 
also made at Mare Island, San Francisco. 
At these government factWies tbe work 
has been reduced to an exact science. 
The bunting is carefully weighed, 
the 
colors tested with chemicals, the stars 
and stripes measured to the breadth of 


; hair, and every stitch counted wltn 
tnute exactness. The floor of the meas- 
uring room is a geometrical problem 
which might puzzle a professor of math- 
ematics—a sort of mosaic combination of 
polished brass, hard- wood, and arith- 
metic. The ' hoist" of the standard flag 
must, to the fraction of a millimeter, be 
precisely ten-nineteenths of the length. 
Before the beginning of tne present war 
with Spain, fourteen, women were kept 
busy stitching flags, now there are forty- 
four, and it is curious to see them work- 
ing as diligently upon the flags of Spain 
as upon the Stars and Stripes 
Every 
United States ship carries a full comple- 
ment of flags of all nations, and of signal 
flags, and all these are made by our own 
government. Just now Spanish flags are 
in especial demand; our ships are even 
searching the high seas for them' 
There is a new design in which the 
flag workers have made a special display 
of their skill—the President's flag It has 
never yet appeared up6n a battletteld, nor 
floated above a man-of-war, but the BET 
may come when an American chief mag- 
istrate, making the grand tour of our 
territory-, mav take it with him to Cuba, 
to Porto Rico,, or to the Philippines.

S.N. CASTLE AN EARLY ADVOCATE 


In Days* of Kamehameha III and IV. 


At Horn* and Abroad-Onoe Wa» 


Sharply Rebuked. 


It IB a matter of history that Kame- 


hameha in negotiated and signed a 
treaty of annexation with the United 
States. If death had not interfered, It 
is likely that Hawaii would have been 
American territory years before the 
Civil War. Destiny ordered otherwise. 
Perhaps it lias been better Cor Ha- 
waii, for during all these/years the 
country has been growing into a fitter 
condition to unite with the great Re- 
public. In those days Hawaiians did 
not understand the fnll meaning of 
constitutional rights. Today the na- 
tive Is far better fitted for democratic 
government than In 1864. But there 
were a few then who believed that to 
be-taken under the protecting >wing of 
the great United States would benefit 
Hawaii in many ways, and among 
thoseVas S. N. Castle, who was trust-

ed by the King and chiefs.' He freely 
and openly declared bis opinion, and 
placed the matter before the King in 
every light, in order thaf he might 
weigh the consequences and know what 
it meant to surrender his position as 
an independent sovereign. 
There, 


were many who opposed it, and amoo'g 
them the young chiefs who were in 
the line of succession. But in 1853 
Prince Liholiho admitte£ that the day 
must come when Hawaii's beat inter- 
ests would demand absorption by the 
United States, and it was only a ques- 
tion of time when it would come. Nat- 
urally, on tbe death of Kamehameha 
III there was a change and Liholiho 
desired to be King and not a pension- 
er of America. The treaty was re- 
called and Hawaii continued Independ- 
ent. But that Mr. Castle still retained 
the confidence of the chiefs, was shown 
by frequent conferences with him, 
and on the accession of Prince Lot, 
aa Kamehameha V, be became a mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, a position oc- 
cupied by him till increasing age in- 
duced him to resign during Kalaiaua's 
reign. 


All of this time, however,-ho con- 


tinued an earnest annezationist, and 
frequently expressed his news, al- 
though recognizing that it might not 
be opportune at any time during the 
reign of Kamehameha V. That bis 
viewa were always frankly erpreased, 
without dissimulation, probably ac- 
counts for the continued con.fidaoce of 
the Kings and chiefs. When Kame- 
hameha V died in 1872, not having 
named a successor, and Mrs. Bishop 
refusing to take the throne, Mr. Castle 
again felt that trie time bad arrived, 
wben annexation to the United Sta>es 


Till death, in 1894, Mr. Castle con- 


tinued an earnest and -comment an- 
nexatlonlst, and hoped to see Its *o- 
compIiBhment, but hl$ eyes closed be- 
fore It arrived. He Joined the Annex- 
ation Club, was an earnest supporter 
of the present Government and did 
what his falling strength permitted to 
advance the cause which grew dearer 
as years whitened his Chairs. But 
through all the years he remained a 
firm friend of the Hawaiians, which 
was shown in-various ways. 


A MAN OP ABILITY. 


Commodore Melville. Engineer in 


Chief of Navy. 


'A Washington special dispatch to 


the New York Tribune pays tribute to 
the, value of the work on the ftaval 
Bo4rd 'done by Commodore Melville. 
The "dispatch state* thtft it would be 
impossible to forget that the achieve- 
ments of the naval heroes of the pres- 
ent wartwere made feasible by the 
triumphs of engineering exemplified in 
American ships through the progres- 
sive character, wide' experience and 
high professional ability of Commodore 
Melville, for nearly, twelve years the 
EngineefJn-Chlef of the Navy. Dur- 
ing that period his importance in the 
Navy Department and his fearless ac- 
tions ashore have been comparable 
only with those of the chief engineers 
at the_ throttle-valve in the engine- 
rooms of the great ships afloat, fur- 
nishing the energy for their operation* 
and driving every mechanism upon 
which the activity of their effective 
power depends. Famous for the daring 
spirit and dauntless courage which 
marked his gallantry in ths Arctic on 
more than one occasion, with a re- 
markable record of zeal, bravery and 
endurance throughout his active ser- 
vice afloat from the outbreak of the 
Civil War until a few years ago. Com- 
modore Melville's greatest triumphs 
have enduring monuments in the peer- 
less cruisers, battle-ships and other 
naval vessels which are propelled by 
the marvelous engines of his own de- 
sign. 


For years he has been the foremost 


exponent the world over of high speed 
in fighting ships, and this solution of 
the problems of enormous power with 
the greatest^ economy have had the ap- 
proval of foreign navies is shown in 
the avidity with which the novel fea- 
tures of American naval engineering 
have been closely imitated. The splen- 
did triple-screw cruisers of his creation 
have furnished the type of engine 
whiah European navies have seized up- 
on to the exclusion of all others in 
battle-ships now under construction, 
its obvious advantages requiring no ar- 
gument among the armed powers keen- 
ly competing for the supremacy of Eu- 
rope, 
x 


Today Commodore Melville is fight- 
ing the battle of faster ships practical- 
ly single-handed among the bureau 
chiefs of'the Navy Department, al- 
though supported by nearly every 
fighting man in the service; the latter, 
however, are so busy just now in the 
Caribbean and at Manila that their 
counsel Is not easfly available. Mel- 
ville has demonstrated the advantage 
of everv knot gained in action, and the 
force of his proposition to make the 
new battle-ships two knot faster than 
their predecessors stands out strongly 
in the light of the permanent occupa- 
tion of the Philippines and Hawaii. 
This difference of speed would enable' 
a gain of more t*~-' fifteen hours from 
San Francisco to Hawaii and of more 
than two days from San Francisco to^ 
Manila, a difference which in time of 
war might prove Invaluable

The flag was 
received by Color Sergt. D. L. Naone 
and was immediately unfurled in line. 
Tbe Hawaiian flag had* been folded 
and wrapped around its staff when the 
colors were lowered from the Execu- 
tive building. 
During the flag presentation Chief 


Justice Judd swore in the staff ofiicers 
of President Dole, -beginning with MaJ. 
George C. Potter. Following this the 
members of all the companies were 
sworn in. They were drawn up In line 
and those wishing to take the oath 
were requested to uncover and raise 
the right band. Nearly all the hands 
went up. The Hawaiian Regiment 
then escorted the American troops 
back to the boat landing.

An Old Glory Lowered Here in 


1893 Hoisted Yesterday. 


When "Paramount Blotfnt" ordered the 


American flag hauled down from the Gov- 
ernment Building In Honolulu, on the 
1st of April, 1893, It was taken on board 
the Boston and'.passed into the posses- 
sion of Lieutenant Luclen Young, he re- 
placing it with another. 
Lieutenant 


Young • was possessed" of an abiding con- 
viction that sooner or later there would 
be a call for that flag to go up again, 
and he has 
carefully guarded it ever 


since, against the time when It would be 
needed. In May last he was given com- 
mand of the converted Yacht Hist and 
ordered to Cuban waters. Just before 
leaving he delivered the precious flag to 
Lorrin A. Thurston with the request that 
Mr Thurston use his best endeavors to 
have it rehoisted on the same flagstaff 
from which it had been hauled down. 
Before leaving Washington Mr. Thurston 
saw President McKinley and told him 
of the circumstances concerning the flag 
and received the President's approval of 
the proposition. The Hawaiian Execu- 
tive also took the same view of the mat- 
ter, and consented to use this flag for the 
purpose indicated. 
In April. 1893, the present Court House 
was used as the executive building, and 
it was from its staff that the flag was 
lowered at that time. 
At the same time that the Hawaiian 
flag was yesterday lowered from the Exe- 
cutive Building, its companion on the 
Court House kept It company, and simul- 
taneously with the rising of the stars and 
stripes over the former building, "the flag 
that Blount hauled down" rose proudly 
to its old position, and floated once morti 
In the breeze from which it had been torn, 
over five years ago. 
The historic flag will be preserved as 
one of the most Interesting mementos of 
the occasion. 
Lieutenant Young has been making a 
magnificent record for himself in Cuba, 
but the knowledge that this flag has been 
used for the purpose for which he so 
long preserved it, will give him as much 
satisfaction as to have a successful scrap 
with a lot of Spanish gunboats. 


FIREWORKS DISPLAY. 


The fire works display Friday night 


was quite the most elaborate ever wit- 
nessed in Honolulu. Bombs and rock- 
ets were set off constantly between 
the hours of 7:30 and 9. To add to 
the effect the exterior lights of the Ex- 
ecutive building were turned off dur- 
ing the display.

used or occupied for the civil, military 
or naval purposes of the United States, 
or may be assigned for use of the local 
government, shall be used solely for 
the benefit of the inhabitants of the 
Hawaiian Islands for educational and 
other public purposes. 


"Until Congress shall provide for 


the government of enoh Islands all the 
civil, Judicial and military powers'ex-

"The President shall appoint five 


commissioners, at least two of whom 
shall be residents of the Hawaiian 
Islands, who shall, as soon as reason- 
ably practicable, recommend to Con- 
gress such legislation concerning the 
Hawaiian Islands as they shall deem 
accessary or proper. 


"Sec. 2. That the commisskraera 


hereinbefore provided for shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with 
the consent and advice of the Senate. 


"Sec. 3.—That the earn of $100,000, 


or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, and to be imme- 
diately available, to be expended at 
the discretion of the President of the 
United States of America, for the pur- 
pose of carrying this joint resolution 
into effect."

At noon Friday the little drop of 


Hawaiian nationality merged in the 
vast ocean of American nationality. 


The map of the •world was changed 


In a minute particular. Several thou- 
sand square miles of land—merely a 
handful of earth, was covered with a 
new title. A small community, that 
has lawfully and prominently ranked 
as a nation among the nations of tb* 
world, quietly subsides into one of the 
smallest territorial 
sections of the 


United States. 


It is a transaction, an evolution, for 


the good of all, a rectification of 
boundaries demanded by all existing 
conditions, a necessity In the readjust- 
ment of national forces. And in it the 
individual counts for nothing as 
against the benefit^o the -whole 


The act of Frijjfey was the final 


announcement of the United States 
that, after a hundred years' of growth 
and education, and the storing up of 
material, they would now share in the 
mission of emancipating the world 
from misrule and despotism. 


"Territorial aggrandizement" to the 


thinking American has a serious mean- 
ing. It means vast and troublesome re- 
sponsibilities, those that Gladstone 
realized, when he doubted the policy of 
territorial aggrandizement for Great 
Britain. It means the extension of 
good government, and wise laws, the 
creation of educational systems, 
the 


promotion of free thought 


It is not, therefore, surprising that 


there exist in our country forecasts 
of the future that are divergent and 
significant in the new departure of the 
Republic. 


There is no better exponent of the 


younger, more ambitious, And hopeful 
outlook for the future than Senator C. 
K. Dfavis, the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs: These 
are his words: 


"We are entering upon a new era. 


The flag will not be lowered fnom Ha- 
waii, and the fate of the Philippines !• 
linked with the destiny of the Repub- 
lic. This Nation in the near future is 
Co •become the leading 'factor in inter* 
nationarpolitlcs. "We cannot retreat to 
oor former policy of isolation. In the 
domain of the Pacific, ours is hence- 
forth the paramount Power, and we 
cannot escape the responsibility.

The present issue of this paper will 


go to many places, and to many per- 
sons in the States, who may be look- 
ing to these Islands as a nursery of 
business opportunities. 
The Islands 


can maintain a much larger popula- 
tion than now lives upon them, after 
there is a tetter adjustment of the 
land, the labor; and the transportation 
questions. We invite rather than dis- 
courage any one who proposes to emi- 
grate. At the same time, in order to 
prevent misery, and pe/haps suffering, 
we desire to represent accurately the 
conditions here. 


The great and profitable industry 


here is the production of sugar. 
It 


involves a large outlay of capital, and 
can be handled only by large capital- 
ists. The rice industry is entirely in 
the hands of the Chinese. 


The coffee industry is still in its ex- 


perimental stage, but may be regarded 
as extremely well adapted to farmers 
with some means, who do their own 
work. Its profits have not yet been 
determined. As the product comes in 
competition with the coffee of all tropi- 
cal countries, it is only safe to state 
that its profits will be regulated by that 
competition. These Islands have no 
monopoly in the coffee business, but 
the article is of a superior quality, 


All of the tropical fruits readily grow 


here. The banana and the pine apple, 
the guavas do well. Whether the pro- 
fits from their cultivation will yield 
any more than the profits of good hor- 
ticultural work in the States has not 
yet been determined. Brains and in- 
dustry and skill are just as necessary 
in the tropics for successful work as 
they are in the temperate zones. The 
best work produces the best results. 
Nature here has the trick of appear- 
ing lavish and generous, but in the end 
she is as exacting as she is elsewhere. 


The fruits that are raised here are 


in competition with the fruits of Mexi- 
co, the Central American States, and 
the British West Indies. The bananas 
of Honduras and Blueflelds compete in 
the markets of California with the ba, 
nanas from these Islands. At present, 
owing to the high rates of transpor- 
tation, there is no profit in the cultiva- 
tion of the banana on several of the 
Islands. 
In the course of time, the 


freight rates will be adjusted. When 
it is done, there will be an outlet for 
large quantities of early vegetables, and 
the Pacific Coast will consume them. 
Only industrious and skilled workers 
will make profits out of it. The mar- 
kets here are now largely supplied with 
apples, grapes, oranges and lemons, ana 
even with vegetables from California, 
owing to the neglect of residents here 
to produce them. The Chinese are the 
chief market gardeners. 


The population 
of the Islands 
is 


small. The supply of mechanics, of 
merchants, of bookkeepers, of profes- 
sional men is greater than the demand. 


The rule of "the survival of the fit- 


test" applies here, as it does elsewhere. 


It would not be right or just to say 


that there are better opportunities here 
than there are on the vast Main* 
land, with its immense extent of terri- 
tory, and its undeveloped resources. 
If 
the advertisements and "induce- 


ments" offered all over the States to 
persons proposing to emigrate, are 
true, there will be no lack of business 
opportunities on the Continent for a 
hundred years to come 


These who desire, above all things 


a tropical climate will find it here in 
perfection. 


We earnestly desire 
immigration 


from the Continent We as earnestly 
desire that no one shall charge any one 
here with making incorrect statements 


PEACE. 


While the dispatches show that peace 


s at hand, the situation in tbe Phlllp- 
ilnes will require a large and perhaps 
•cry large Increase of naval and mili- 
tary force, owing to the disturbed con'A 
dltlon of the country. As Spain puts 
he islands in the hands of tbe United 
States, until a form of government Is 
.greed upon for the islands, tbe United 
itates must enforce order, and control 
he insurgent forces. This may involve 
an enormous expense, and an increased 
orce. It is uncertan how far the in- 
urrection extends, or how many are 
nvolved in it. There is nothing to do, 
)ut send reinforcements until it is cer- 
ain that there are more than enough 
o control tbe islands.

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


We presume there will be some de- 


ay, on the part of President McKin-

Smith's resignation. Prominent men In 
Washington,—near to the President—• 
will, we predict, urge its recall. . 


We hope that it will be accepted and 


his successor quickly appointed. 


We have known since '93 that Mr. 


Smith desired to retain office only until 
annexation took place. As he was one 
of the leading men in making the 


overthrow," he could not 4n justice 
to others (whether they were grateful 
or not was of no consequence), aban- 
don the contract for securing better 
;overnment until it was secured. We 
also knew that the income from office 
was not the alightest inducement for 
retaining it. 


A true estimate of Mr. Smith's ser- 


vices cannot be made, without seeming

leagues in the Government. He first 
of all would resent any comparison, or 
even suggeston of comparison. But his 
oflices carried with them an unusual, 
an extraordinary burden of labor and 
responsibility of which the public 
knows little or nothing.

These are the simple facts. The 
earing of these facts upon the future 
f the Islands is another matter.

what way tbe Anglo-Saxon may arrest

efore us. Tbe rough and simple onetn- 
d of the Mainland Is simply to ex- 
lude them. But if there is an entire 
xclusion in the future, what 
steps 


will be taken to match their compara- 
ively rapid increase in the present? 
Will the American laborer be willing 
o compete with the Chinaman in cul- 
ivating the soil? Will he be •willing 
o compete, when the Japanese rein- 
orce the Chinese as laborers on the 
soil? 


We ask tentative questions and do 


not for a moment admit that it cannot 
>e done. But how is it to be done? 


The supreme question of the stabil- 


ty of government is now settled. For 
his we fervently offer the Te Deum. 
We may now take up these questions 
of the social future 


r Annexation will no more make

he annexation of Louisiana made New 
Orleans an Anglo-Saxon city.

iuokalani to tbe natives. The trans- 
atlon Is this: 


"The Queen generally praised the 


people for the aloha they had shown 
o her. She knew they had come from 
many places and long distances to meet 
icr. and thank her for what she had 
done for them. She praised their 
teadfast fidelity to her. She had, on 
her part, faithfully worked and lab- 
ored in every possible <way for them, 
iefore they dispersed she desired to 
ask them to keep the peace on her re- 
urn home; and to bend their knees 
before the altar of the Almighty and 
ask him to keep watch over all the 
leople, and over Hawaii. They must 
:ontinue to hope that in time to come 
hat the best would happen." 


There are rumors that she encour- 


aged them to believe that "her own 
restoration was at hand. But these 
rumors can not (be verified, while the 
anguage quoted is confirmed. 


It does not signify Submission on 


her part, and we .presume there Is no 
submission in her nature. 


She has now cast away the best and 


final opportunity to be of service to the 
natives. 
Had she grasped the situa- 


tion, or had she been wisely advised, 
she would have told the natives that it 
was impossible to prevent the posses- 
sion of the Islands by the 
United 


States; that it -was of the first import- 
ance for them to appeal to, and trust 
in the generosity of the great Govern- 
ment that was above them; that they 
tad good reason for knowing that 
there were still many Influential peo- 
ple who had an abiding aloha for 
hem, and were doing much to aid them 
in the education of their children; 
that it was fortunate that they now 
had such friends, when people from all 
parts of the world were crowdings, in 
upon them, because there were won- 
derful changes In the nations lying on 
the Pacific, and the natives had really 
made no efforts to keep the country to 
themselves. She might have told them 
that when the American colonies re- 
belled against the British King, very 
many of the wisest and most patriotic 
men in the colonies refused at first to 
give up their allegiance to the British 
King, but when they saw that the 
change would take place they consent- 
ed, in sadness, to change their alleg- 
iance. 


Lilivokalani has missed* a great op- 


portunity for making herself a guide 
to the people in their days of perplex- 
ity and sorrow. 


None the less will the white friends 


of the natives continue to aid them, 
and see that they are protected by laws 
even if they cannot prevent their de- 
cline and extinction as a race! 


SICK TROOPS IN CDBA. 


The brave, but heart-breaking let- 


ters of Col. Roosevelt and other com- 
manders at Santiago present only an- 
other phase of the-"hell" of which war 
is typical. 


If 90 per cent of those splend.d 


troops, and the most of them regulars, 
are unfitted for duty by fevers and ex- 
haustion, it is only evidence that <war 
is not, after all, such a desirable fac- 
tor in human progress.

Attorney-General Smith's 


Note of Resignation. 


Makes a Clear. Concise Statement. 


Urged by Colleagues to Re- 


main—His Decision. 


One of the matters before the Cab* 


inet yesterday morning was the resig- 
nation of Attorney General Smith. This 
official-was urged 'by his colleagues to 
reconsider (his determination to retire 
from the Government Much argument 
was brought to bear, but Mr. Smith 
was firm, saying that he was fixed In 
his views upon the matter, had most 
carefully considered it and had set 
forth his position in his letter, Be- 
tween Mr. Smith and his associates of 
the Cabinet there has always existed 
the most pleasant relatlona These 
will continue on, but the 
Attorney 


General, remaining probably till after 
the Commission from Washington has 
done its work here, will leave the Gov- 
ernment. It has been the wish ex- 
pressed in many quarters that Mr. 
Smith, from his intimate knowledge of 
the theory and practice of Hawaiian 
laws, should be in office still during 
the meeting of the Commission here. 
This opinion, from the Cabinet, will 
go forward to President McKinley 
along with the resignation, which is 
as follows: 
Attorney General's Office, Honolulu, 
H. I., Aug. 13, 1898. 
Hon. S. B Dole, President of the Re- 


public of Hawaii. 
Sir:—I hereby tender my resignation 


of the office of Attorney General, to 
take effect from the date of the ap- 
pointment and qualification of my suc- 
cessor. 
• 


In taking this action I do not desire 


to embarass the administration; on 
the contrary, I will continue to per- 
form, the duties of the office so long as 
it Is deemed desirable; and will, to 
the best of my ability, assist in the 
administration of ptfbhc affairs until 
my successor is appointed. 


I consented to enter office, with oth- 


ers, to assist in seeking for annexation 
to the United States, believing such 
annexation to be for the best interests 
of the people of these Islands. That 
object has been attained, and I now de- 
sire to retire to private life.

Has Been Thirteen Years at Peking. 


Some Views on the Eastern 


Situation -China. 


Charles Denby, ex-United States 


Minister to China, is a through pas- 
senger by the Belgic for his home in 
Indiana. He has just completed a 
long and valuable term of tnirtecn 
years at Peking, and left after his suc- 
cessor had been fully Installed into 
the duties of the Important office. Mr. 
Denby was sent to China by President 
Cleveland early in 1885 and waa re- 
appointed by each succeeding adminis- 
tration, resigning a few months ago to 
return to his old home. 


Mr. Denby is a man of commanding 


appearance. 
He is tall, 
tof large 


physique and clean shaven. He is of 
the MqKinley type, but a larger nun. 
Though 68 years of age he :s erect ana 
active and has a sharp, discerning 
eye Uke many other diplomats he 
asks many questions but says Lttte. 


"There is little to report with re- 


spect to Oriental conditions," answered 
Mr. Denby. "Our relations just now 
with both China and Japan are most 
friendly. Yes, I believe China views 
the appearance of the United States li 
Oriental affairs with pleasure, and 1 
am satisfied that the Chinese Govern- 
ment would like to see our country 
keep the Philippines. Of course, bov, 
ever, China is in a peculiar position 
and I fear her influence upon the sit- 
uation would not bear with great 
force. Japan is unquestionably friend- 
ly to America. The sentiment of the 
press is that the country is largely in 
favor of American prestige In the 
Philippines, and certainly the Japan- 
ese would prefer the 
United States 


would keep the Islands to see them go 
back to Spain. 


"Of'course I cannot tell you what I 


think the United States will do with 
the Philippines, nor can I give yon my 
ideas of what should be done. I left 
Peking ont July 11, and at that time 
the situation in Manila was perhaps 
different from what it is now. 


"I am glad the Hawaiian Islands 


have been gathered in. When here 
twelve years ago it struck me that the 
Islands must ultimately become Amer- 
ican territory. Since then I have been 
a firm annexationist, and the more I 
studied the situation and watched oar 
growing interests in the Orient, the 
clearer it dawned upon me that the 
proper time for a 'closer union between 
the two countries was at hand. Am- 
erica's trade in China has doubled in 
two years. Who can say what it w 
be in ten years more? By that time, 
the Nicaragua canal may be complet- 
ed, and these Islands will become the 
half way house for our great Oriental 
commerce."

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—A Sun cable 


from Santiago says: The protest sent 
from there regarding the holding of 
American troops in Santiago is not re- 
garded as such by all the Generals and 
doctors, some of wtom say It -was 
only a simple statement to Washington 
declaring that the troops needed a 
change to become efficient tor another 
campaign. The sickness among -the 
troops affects 15 per cent of the whole 
number. Most of the sick men are suf- 
fering from malarial fever. There 
have been very few deaths. 


The Department of Health is doing 


everything possible to clean the city, 
and already ihas had the effect of re- 
ducing the mortality from seventy-five 
per day to fifty. 


A Sun special from Washington 


says: The Administration has become 
so deeplyHmpressed with the necessity 
^>f witbdrdawing Shatter's army from 
Santiago at the earliest possible mo- 
ment that all the transport 
vessels 


which the Quartermaster's Department 
can command have been ordered to 
Southeastern Cuba., The expedition of 
eighteen volunteer ' regiments under 
General Wade to Porto Rico has been 
postponed or abandoned in order that 
transportation may be provided to 
carry the Santiago troops to Montarfk 
point. 


General Shafter haa appointed a

This is what Col. Roosevelt had 


written to Gen. Shafter: In a meet.ng 
of the general and 
medical officers 


called by yon at the palace this morn- 
ing, we are- all, as you know, unani- 
mous in view of what should be done 
with the army. To- keep us here, in 
the-opinion of every officer command- 
ing a division or a brigade, will sim- 
ply involve the destruction of thou- 
sanda There is no possible reason for 
not shipping practically the entire 
command north at once. Yellow fever 
cases are very few in the cavalry divi- 
sion, where I command one of the two 
brigades, and not one true case of yel- 
low fever has occurred in this division, 
except among the men sent to the hos- 
pital at Siboney, where they have, I 
believe, contracted it Bttt in this divi- 
sion there have been 1,500 cases of ma- 
larial fever. Not a man haa died from 
it, but the whole command is so weak- 
ened and shattered as to be ripe for 
dying like rotten sheep when a real 
yellow fever epidemic, instead of a 
fake epidemic like the present, strikes 
us; and it Is bound to if we stay here 
at the height of the sickness season 
(August and the beginning of Septem- 
ber. 


If there were any object in keeping 


' us here, we would face fever with as 


ranch indifference as. we faced bullets 
but there is no object in it. The four 
immune regiments ordered here are 
sufficient to garrison the city and sur 
rounding towns, and there is absolute- 
ly nothing for us to do here, and there 
has not been since the city surrend 
ered. 
v 


After Col Roosevelt had taken the 


initiative, all the Amencan general of 
fleers in the army_jp Cuba united in 
a round robin address to Gen. Shafter 
It reads, in part: 


We, the undersigned officers com 


manding the various brigades, divi 
sions, etc., of the Army of Occupation 
in Cuba, are of the unanimous opin 
ion that this army should be at once 
taken out of the island of Cuba and 
sent to some point on the northern sea 
coast of the United States; that it can 
be out of danger to the people of itu 
United States; that yellow fever in 
the army at present is not epidemic 
that there are only a few sporadi 
cases; that the army is disabled by 
malarial fever to the extent that its 
efficiency is destroyed, and that it i 
in condition to be practically destreye 
by an epidemic of yellow fever, which 
is sure to come in the near future.

A SAILOR'S LIFE 


Brave Seaman of Charles 


Nelson Lost. 


Went to the Rescue of a Would—Be 


Suicide—Soldier Bullock Seems 


to be Insane. 


On the voyage from San Francisco 


the transport Chas. Nelson lost one of 
her sailors in the sea. The man 
bad gone to the rescue of a soldier Who 
lad jumped overboard. An eye witness 
thus describes the accident: 


"About 6:30 Wednesday evening 


Private Harry 'Bullock, of Company C 
appeared on deck, minus bat, coat ant 
shoes, and with a canteen thrown over 
bis shoulders. Sitting down on a 
water cask, he calmly rolled and lit a 
cigarette, and after a few puffs sprang 
to the rail and with a 'good-bye boys 
leaped into the sea. The cry of 'man 
overboard' rang through the ship, am 
numerous life preservers were thrown 
over. At the same time the engines 
were reversed and sailors manned a 
boat_ to the rescue. Just as the boat 
struck the water the forward tackle 
fouled an^ a heavy sea. turned the men 
out. Seaman Charles Hill was struck 
and stunned in the accident, and sunk 
to rise no more. 


The soldier, who was * most excel 


lent swimmer, was quietly making his 
way toward the ship, scorning the 
preservers floating in the water anc 
apparently enjoying his bath. Af 
some little time the soldier and the 
wrecked sailors were rescued. Hill 
the man who lost his life, was 
Scotchman, 35 years of age. 


Investigation seemed to show tba 


young Bullock was mentally derange 
and his act was a deliberate attemp 
at suicide. It appears that he had ser 
ious business1 reverses just before go- 
ing to war and that he 'brooded a grea 
deal over his troubles on ,the way 
down.

The American flag which was pre- 


sented by President Dole to the First 
Regiment, N. G. H., on Friday las 
was the flag carried by the Boston bat 
talion, while garrisoned on shore duty 
during the American protectorate i 
1893. 
It was the personal property o 
Lieut-Commander Swinburne, who was 
in command of the battalion. 


Upon the departure of the Bosto 


from Honolulu, LJeut Swinburne pre- 
sented the flag to President and Mrs 
Dole.
